DISINFECTING FRUIT BOXES. 


A suit of interest to. the fruit and 
vine growers of this State took place 
in the Sacramento police court last 
Saturday, in which John Cox, a _fruit- 
_ grower and shipper, was arraigned for 
‘the violation of the act providing for 
the protection of horticulture and vit- 
iculture, and making it a misdemeanor 
for any one to violate any of the 
quarantine regulations of the Board of 
State Viticultural Commissioners. 
Among the rules and quarantine reg- 
ulations adopted is that requiring all 
boxes used for packing and shipping 
fruit to be disinfected before they 
can be uséd again, and it was for the 
infraction of this law that Cox was 
arrested at the instigation of Matthew 
Cooke, Chief Executive Horticultural 
officer. A strong fight was made by 
the defendant’s attorney to prove 
the unconstitutionality of the law, on 
the ground that it is not a police regu- 
lation, but an arbitrary power at 
tempted to be authorized, and which 
in effect amounts to the taking of pri- 
vate property without due process of 

-law. The objections were overruled 
by the Court and the defendant ad- 
judged guilty as charged. He was 
fined $50 or fifty days in the county 
jail. The case, it is understood, will 
‘be made‘a test one and will be carried 
to the Supreme Court to settle all 
questions as to constitutionality. 


REGISTRATION. 


‘The County Clerk of San Bernardino 
county has closed his registration 
books and handed them over to the 
printer, and those who have neglected 
to place themselves on his register are 
now barred from voting in that county 
at the ensuing election. His action is 
based upon a telegram from Attorney- 
General Hart in response to an inquiry 
from the Clerk. -The correspondence 
is as follows: 


‘“‘Is a person, registered after the 
Great Register is printed, entitled to 


vote upon County Clerk’s certificate 


of registration ?”’ 
To which the following reply was 
received : 


“Party cannot vote on certificate. 
Must be on precinct register. 


The County Clerk there, as is being 
dene here, could issue a supplement, 
which would carry the names up to 
say ten days before the election, allow- 
ing only time to distribute the reg- 
ister to the different precincts in time 
for use at the election. The effect will 
be, if this is not done, to disfranchise 
a number of voters, whose only offence 

has been neglect; and possibly some 


others who had not been in the county | 


or State a sufficient length of time to 
be entitled to register when it was 
closed, but will .be eligible ‘if the 
‘time is extended.
